Both 
records are preserved in the archives of the city, where they appear to have 
been deposited before the end of the sixteenth century.^ They bear the

The Founder. 



The memorials which have been preserved of the chief founder, James 
Houstoun, Subdean of Glasgow, although somewhat scanty, embrace, pro- 
bably, almost all that it could now interest us to know of his life. His 
own affectionate piety has recorded the name of his mother, with the date 
of her decease^; and, from a judicial proceeding which will hereafter be 
adverted to,^ we might, perhaps, infer that he could claim kindred, on his 
father's side, with the old and knightly famtly of Houstoun of that Ilk, in 
the shire of Renfrew. We find him in the year 1525,^ in possession of a

On a leaf at the beginning of the book which 
has been taken as the text of these sheets* the 
following lines are written in a contemporary 
hand:

ments, which the Archbishop wished to bequeath to his metropolitan church/

Between the death of Danbar and the appointment of his successor, 
Bethune, several years elapsed; and, during the vacancy, Houstoun 
was preferred to be Vicar General of the see.^ In this oflSce he died 
about the year 1551, commending '^ his soul to Almighty God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, and all the glorious company of heaven ; and leaving his 
body to be buried within the Collegiate Church which he had founded in 
the city of Glasgow."' A copy of his testament, which is dated on the 
eighth of October 1550, has been preserved,^ and is printed in the 
Appendix to these prefatory remarks.

The right of patronage, as well of the Provostry of the 
Collegiate Church of Saint Mary and Saint Anne, as of the vicarage of 
Dairy, was vested in the Abbot and Convent of the Benedictine monastery 
of Kilwynning, to whom the benefice originally belonged, and with whose 
consent it was transferred to Our Lady College. The collation to both

Beside the obsequies of the Founderi commemorations were appointed 
by him to be made yearly, on the last day of May, for the sonl of his 
mother, Jonet Lundy, who died on the thirteenth of June, 1529; on the 
twenty-first of September, for the soul of George Montgomery, rector 
of Eglesham and canon of Glasgow,^ whose decease happened on the same 
day and in the same year with that of the Founder's mother ; and for the 
soul of Adam Colquhoun,^ rector of Stobo (in the deanery of Peebles) and 
canon of Glasgow, who departed on the seventh of February, 1541-2.® 

It wastrequired that all the prebendaries on the Foundation should be 
in priest's, or, at least, in deacon's orders ; that they should make residence 
in person at the College ; that they should daily say Matins, High Mass,

We 
learn from the deed of foundation that certain 
trees which stood beside it, then retained the name 
of Saint Kentigem ; and in the subsequent Regis- 
ter of Our Lady College (p. 27), mention is made 
of a spring in the same neighbourhood which was 
called Saint Mungo's Well.

Monarch's wish : it seems at least certain that the King, who died within 
fifteen years aflter the canonization of Saint Dominic in 1234, founded no 
fewer than eight houses of the order, namely, at Berwick-upon-the-Tweed, 
at Perth, Ayr, Stirling, Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Inverness, and Elgin in 
Murray.'' During the same reign, or in the earlier years of the succeeding 
sovereign, a convent was planted at Glasgow ; the Maiden of Galloway 
built another at Wigton ; the Earls of Fife established a third at Cupar ; 
a fourth was erected at Montrose by the great northern house of the Ostiarii 
or Durwards; and, at a period not long subsequent, a fifth, in the ecclesias- 
tical capital of the kingdom, owed its foundation to the bounty of William 
Wischard, bishop of Saint Andrews.®

If there be any reason to credit a legend of the seventeenth century, 
the hospitality of the Friars Preachers of Glasgow was, not long after the 
sojourn among them of the English monarch, laid under the shadow of a 
heinous crime. Stephen of Donydouer, having been chosen to fill the 
episcopal throne of Saint Kentigern, took his departure for Rome to be 
consecrated there ; but died by the way, " not without suspicion," says 
Archbishop Spottiswoode, ^^ of poison given him at a feast made by the 
Friers Predicant of Glasgow."* I have not been able, however, to find 
any other trace of this story. 

In the year 1304, Robert Wischard, bishop of Glasgow, by a charter

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Preachers, a spring called " The Meadow Well," with the right of con- 
ducting it into their cloister, from its source in the Deanside.^ This place 
yet retains the appellation which it bore five hundred years ago; and in 
the plentiful waters which still flow from it, we may, doubtless, recognise 
the fountain of the warlike churchman's gift, though all traces of its pristine 
state have been obliterated by the streets and alleys of the teeming city,

Hitherto the convent seems to have kept by the original vow of

we find recorded by Buchanan: *^ Dominicanis nequaquam eadem erat 
opulentia, sed certe tanta, ut mendicitatis professionem facile falsam 
redargueret, adeo ut non inscite quidam non Fratres Mendicantes sed 
Manducantes eos appellaret." ^ 

Guyllascop MacLachlan of Argyll, by a charter dated from his tower Grant of forty 
of Castle Lachlan, on the shore of Loch Fyne, on the Saturday before * tJ|*e^hi<rf of 
the Octave of Saint Martin, in the year 1314, gives to the Friars a yearly Clan LacWan.

rent of a house in the High Street ; forty pence yearly from a tenement in 
the Fishergate ; and five shillings annually from a house on the north side 
of the Friar's Place or Cloister: all these, does John of Govan give, grant, 
and confirm to the Friars Preachers of Glasgow, " for the good of his own 
soul, of the souls of his predecessors and successors, and of all the faithful 
departed, and to the praise and glory of Almighty God, the Glorious 
Virgin Mary, and Saint John the Evangelist, in honour of whom the 
church of the said Friars is named."i'

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The conyent found its next benefactor in a neighbouring baron, one Gift of twenty 
who, having fought by the side of the Bruce, survived to recount his ' * siTlf n^of' 
adventures to their metrical historian, the venerable father of Scotish Cathcart. 
poetry :

King David II. seems to have been bountiAil in his concessions to Grants by King 
the Dominicans.^ The following sheets preserve two grants which he *^* ™^®* 
made in their favour, namely, a general protection in the year 1 358 for 
the whole order, and letters patent in 1362, by which he specially takes 
the Prior and brethren of Glasgow, their lands and men, their whole 
goods, moveable and heritable, spiritual and temporal, into his lasting 
peace and protection.^ We learn elsewhere, that in the year 1360 he 
made a donation to the convent, of two merks.^ 

The special protection of King David was renewed, in the year 1371» Charters of Ring 
by his successor, the first King of the Stuart line, who also, five yedrs after- 
wardsj confirmed the grant which had been made to the Friars by his

the convent another annual payment of the same amount from his rents of 
Incheruerusk, in the lordship of Cowale, on the shores of Loch Ayk.'

The rule of Friar John of Govan, extending from the year 1447 to 
the year 1456, was marked by several considerable benefactions to the 
brethren. 

Alexander of Conyngham, lord of Kilmawrys (afterwards the first 
Earl of Glencairn), granted them four merks and a half yearly, from his 
lands of Fynlawstone in the barony of Renfrew, for the performance of 
three masses weekly, with an annual commemoration, for the souls of 
himself, his grandfather Sir William of Conyngham, knight, lord of Kil- 
mawrys, Sir John of Danyhelston, and his heir Sir Robert of Danyhel- 
ston, knights, lords of that Ilk, and Sir Robert's daughter and heiress,
